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Papuina juttingae nom. nov. for Helix carinata Hombron & Jacquinot, 

1841, non Link, 1807 
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Helix carinata Hombron & Jacquinot, 1841, a junior primary homonym of Helix carinata Link, 
1807, is here renamed Papuina juttingae nom. nov. 
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An attempt to establish the authorship and date of publication of the various new taxa 
among the molluscs procured by the expeditions of the ‘Astrolabe’ and the ‘Zelee’ to the 
Antarctic and the Pacific Ocean resulted in the discovery of a case of primary 
homonymy. 

Helix carinata Hombron & Jacquinot, 1841, is a junior primary homonym of Helix 
carinata Link, 1807. According to the International Code of Zoological Nomenclature 
(Article 52b) such a name is permanently invalid. Therefore the rare land snail from 
New Guinea bearing the name proposed by Hombron & Jacquinot, nowadays classified 
with the camaenid genus Papuina Von Martens, 1860, is in need of a new name. The 
synonymy is now as follows.
